Mr, Steed declared that the pre- 
sent war was resolving itself into 
a struggle for power with two very 
different objectives. 

For the GERMANS, It was 
designed for securing profit in 
their plans to dominate hu- 
mankind. 

For BRITAIN, it was meant 
to set all nations free to live 
their own ways and under 
their own laws. 


Mr, Steed expressed the view 
that it was significant that Herr 
Hitler should have taken a step 
that has thrown Russia into the 
forces that have set out to defeat 
him and to achieve freedom. 

The world had been disgusted 
ith the militarism of Nazi policy 
but the forces ranged against ft 
would have to fight for ther free- 
dom.
